The subject-matter claimed in claims 1-23 falls under the provisions of 
Article 17(2) (a) (i) and Rule 39.1(i and iii), PCT, such subject-matter 
relating to a method of doing business and a mathematical method. 

Claim 24 relates to a conventional computer program for performing the 
business method and he mathematical method of claims 1-23. Although this 
claim does not literally belong to the method category, it essentially 
claims protection for the same conmercial effect as the method claims. 
The International Searching Authority considers that searching this 
subject-matter would serve no useful purpose. It is not at present
